ARTICLE XXVIII. 


N the yeare 660.S, Lan- 
he the 28. Bishope of Pa- 
ris, in the raigne of kinge 
Clouis the fecond , was the 
firft who putt a hand to this 
holie worke,now called Gods 
houfe , where he nourished 
the poore out of his owne re- 
uenus. This we find recorded 
in thefe tearmes: S. Landry 
commanded the Hofpitall’, 
commonly called the houfe 
of God ; to be built neere

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our ladys Charch, and main- 
tayned the poore out of his 
owne ftocke. 

In the yeare 1258.(accor- 
ding to Gaguin ) S. Lowis

 drogues are kept in a readi- 
| neffe. A great wash houfe for

are more greeuoufly ficke. 
The vefterie, out of which 
the ficke are furnished with 
bedds’, which yet might ra 
ther be called the trash houfe 
wherin all the poore people's 
riches, I meane, their ragges, 
are kept for their vfe. There 
are alfo many more places , 
for the Priefts ( who are ten 
conftatly,befidesmany others 
who out of their particular 
deuotion come frequently to 
inftrucd id comfort the ficke) 
and dometticall feruants &c.

Yet to 
Gods honour , his , and, his 
noble families , I shall not 
feare to offend, if I publish 
to the world, that it was the 
moft religious and Eminent 
Cardinall.de Rushfaucaud, who 
liued , beyond the ordinarie 
courfe of nature , to fee a 


good parte of his defigne on | 
foote. To which he contribu- | 
red bountifully. To witt he | 
endowed the. place vith ,.a 


ed 
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yearly rent in perpetun of three 
thoufand and fixe hundred 
frankes,or three hundred and 
fixtie piftolls:and layd downe 
where with to build a faire 
church, and two Halls,in the 


yeare 1637. 
The place fixed vpon for 


this moft agreeable worke , 


was in S. Germins fuburbs. 
In a moft healthfull and de- 
licious aire ; confifting ofnoe 
leffe then ten akres of ground 
in one faire peece. There the 
vafte charitie of Paris finds 
a large field to dilate it felfe 
vpon. And in verie deede , 
it feemes it will meete with 
worke enough for a longe 
tyme ; fince , as I am told., 
the defigne is to build eight 
or ten faire large Halls , all 
| K vj 
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to be furnished with bedds, 
as we fee at prefente , with 
comlie white fuftian courtins 
with each one a ftrawe bedd, 
a feather bedd, anda good 
quilte ; togeither with an al- 
tar to euery Hall, where thofe 
impotent people may heare 
Mafle in their bedds. Of all 
thefe defigned Halls , there 
are, as yet, onely foure per- 
fected. And yet the iudicious 
beholder of the ftatelineffe , 
and foliditie , of whatis alre- 
adie compleated, will eafilie 
iudge it was not compaffed 
for a lithe. Sed charitas omnia 
Sverat.And the excellent Ad- 
miniftratours of the place,are 
yearly improuing the reue- 
nues; as well by common cha- 
rities, which by their fingular 
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induftrie and dexteritie,they 
procure , as by the addition 
of their owne meanes ; fome 
of them paying ryoo. liures 
french or 150.piftolls for him- 
felfe and his man per annum, 
and freely contributing as 
much more yearelie out of 
pure charitie;befides 3000.1. 
which he gaue the firft yeare 
to plainte and beautifie the 
garden. So farre are thofe 
holy men from rayfing them- 
felues a fortune out of their 
great places , that they doe 
not take a competent , and 
moft iuft liuely-hoode for 
their continual] cares and pai» 
nes, but euen pay for it, fine 
tymes ouer. So that their pu- 
rely charitable, and fucceffe~ 
full labours , togeither wich 
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their owne liberalities , high- 
ten their hopes to fuch ade- 
gree , that they confidently 
propofe to themfelues , to 
extende that pious founda- 
tion which was firft made for 
a douzen onely (fixe men,and 
five women ) to foure hun- 
dred. Nor willit be muchto 
be doubted of (if God grant 
life to thofe admirable Pro- 
uifours , in whofe manage- 
ment the place now florishes) 
fince by their care,liberalitie 
and profperous endeuours >» 
they haue abreadie, ina fewe 
yeares, multiplied twelue to 
160. which are imployed at 
refent. If the reft be once 
accomplished, it may iuftly 
be ftiled the on fuch of France, 
and the world, for vholfome 
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| aire; magnificent Halls; fin~ 
gular erder; good diete ; a- 
miable treatement , in all 
thinges behooffull for body 
and foule. 

And indeede Gods bli- 
uings haue abreadie fo vifi- 
bly appeared vpon this holy 
foundation , that fince the 
yeare 16 37. as aboue, till this 
prefent yeare 1666. itis aug- 
mented by the charities of 
Paris, in point of buildings , 
to the value of 500. thoufand 
french liures ; and as much 
more in foundatid of beddes; 
making in all,a french millio, 
befides fixtie thoufand liures 
in annual reuenues. 

That parte which relatesto 
the bodily care of the incu- 
sables , and the continuall 
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affiftances which are necefla- 
rie for thofe poore creatures 
which are incapable , in the 
leaft to helpe themfelues , is 
performed by good young 
men (as to the poore men ), 
who out of deuotion fubiect 
themfelues to that abiecte im- 
ployement , taking a reafo- 
nable confideration for that 
holy ‘and hard feruice : and 
as to the women , there are 
modeft fecularmaydes , who 
complie with the like good 
offices, with much religion, 
fweetnefle and compaffion.
